The fact is that any one of these 
versions is as right as any other. 
There's a story of a. proofreader 
sending a manuscript back to Law- 
rence of Arabia with a complaint 
that the author had spelled Hejaz, 
the name of the district of which 
Mecca is the chief city, three dif- 
ferent ways. “Which-is right?” he 
Keplied Lawrence: “All are 
right and I can-give you 40 other 
spellings of it, all equally right.” 

We have illustrated here the dif- 
ficulty of rendering into English 
letters names and words from lan-

asKec, 


guages like Arabic and Russian 
which have alphabets differing 
markedly from ours. Many of the 
Arabic letters have no precise 


equivalents in the Roman alphabet; 
the same is true with the Russian 

The best we can do with Rus- 
sian and Arabic names is to rep- 
resent them phonetically. As, in 
many cases, cither one of several 
English letters or groups of letters 
will serve as well as another we get 
varied results. For example, in 


‘Russian letters there is only one 


right way to spell the name of the 
composer Tchaikovsky but in let- 
ters of our alphabet it can be spell- 
ed twelve different ways, any one 
as right as another, They are al! 
equally phonetic renderings of-the 
Russian. In such a case all one can 
do is to adopt one generally used 
form and stick to it-—San Fran-

Relic 
Of Ancient Days 


Cleopatra's needle, which “stands 
on the Victoria Embankment of 
the River Thames, is covered on 
its four sides with Egyptian heiro- 
glyphics. Ft is among the oldest 
relics’ of ancient, civilization. It 
once stood in splendour; a single 
block of rose-red granite, in com- 
pany with other impressive obe- 
lisks, 
| There were two identical needle- 
j like obelisks' which * stood in 
Egypt's Heliopolis, the City of the 
Sun. They weré erected about 
1500 B. C. by King Thotmes III. 


The needle which eventually came’ 


to Britain stood in .its place for 
nearly fifteen hundred years. 


Then Queen Cleopatra decided 
to give it to the Roman Emperor 
Augustus, 


Many obelisks Were transported 
jto Rome. ‘In fact, of the thirty 
still extant. twelve stand in the 
Italian. capital to-day. But Cleo- 
patra’s gift never reached the Ro- 
man Emperor. 


| TWIST OF FATE 


{ft was moved to Alexandria, 
then, by some twist of fate no 
doubt due. to its size, it was left 
lying in the sand. It remained in 
this position for eighteen hundred 
| years . 
| «In 1801 Cleopatra’s Needle was 
bought for Britain; but  transpor- 
tation was the problem, Again it 
was abandoned, until a patriotic 
Englishman, Mr. Erasmus Wilson, 
came forword and offered to pay 
the entire cost of moving it to 


| England. 

| Even in’ a ‘comparatively mod- 
lern age the size of the obelisk 
was the chief drawback. A suit- 
able ship was not available; so an 
| ingenious scheme was devised. 
| First, a huge cylinder of wrought- 
iron plates. was built round the 
ineedle. Then it was rolled down 
| to the sea to become the good ship 
Cleopatra, 


RAN INTO TROUBLE 


A narrow .deckhouse with ac- 
commodation ‘for captain and crew 
was built on top of the cylinder. 
Next, a mast and sail erected, a 
steering gear installed, and Cleo- 
patra’s Needle was seaworthy. 

On September 21st, 1877, the 
strange vessel left Alexandria 
towed by the steamer Olga. It was 
a difficult task, but luckily the 
Mediterranean remained calm and 
was safely negotiated. In the Bay 
of Biscay, however, the*two vessels 
ran into trouble, A terrific storm 
arose, dashing great waves across 
the Cleopatra. 


they Could, but at last Captain 
Carter of the Cleopatra had to sig- 
nal Captain Booth of the Olga 
to prepare to cut the tow adrift. 
This decision was left so late that 
there was considerable difficulty 
in rescuing the Cleopatra’s crew. 
The Needle was then left to her 
fate. Luckily, she stayed afloat 
and was later discovered by a ship 
which towed her ‘into a Spanish 
port. 

Soon afterwards a British tug 
went across to Spain to bring the 
Needle to its final destination on

Such tales of strange animals are 
particularly told in parts of Africa, 
Australia, and South America: And 
we cannot forget the recently pho- 
tographed footprints of “the Abom- 
inable Snowman” — whatever that 
creature may be.

Will they succeed? 

Have you seen a hairy frog?,A 
year ago you might have laughed. 
But such an animal, new to natur- 
alists, has been discovered by a 
British expedition into the river 
swamps of Africa. The Congo pea- 
cock was found in 1937, and the 
curious okapi, now in many zoos, 
was a front-page discovery at the 
turn of the century—although it 
had been laughed at as a native 
legend, 

In Australia, experts in animal 
life believe there lives a 15-foot 
kangaroo, And there, too, may be 
the thylacine or Tasmanian wolf, 


which most maturalists declare be-' 


came extinct in our life-time: Pres- 
ent-day stories of a strange beast, 
large as a dog and fierce as a tiger, 
could mean that thylacine still exist. 

Their oddity is that they live on 
red méat yet carry a pouch for 
their young. And one of the rea- 
sons for their, disappearance — if 
they have gene for good—was their 
utter stupidity, Farmers could trap 
them in enclosures with hedges 


no more than two feet high, for 
the beast never learrftd to jump. 

From Venezuela comes a story of 
a kind of ape over five feet high, 
but with no tail. And in Patagonia 
men talk of a live, yet so far un- 
seen, giant sloth clad in armour- 
plate and long hair. It is known 
to science because it “died out” 
some 10,000 years ago. And yet— 
fresh traces of its rémarkable skin 
were found in a cave just before 
the war. ; 

Sheer chance sometimes unearths 
unknown animals, as when a 
French priest saw queer creatures 
in the garden of Pekin Palace, 
Sending .home the skin and horns 
of one, it was confirmed by zoolo- 
gists that here was a new species. 
Due to the Duke of Bedford, live 
specimens were obtained, and so 
to-day you may see Pere David's 
deer in our zoos while they are ex- 
tinct in their native China, wiped 
out in the Boxer Rising,

Q. How can I make an effi- 
cient and inexpensive cedar chest, 

A. Take a box of any soft 
wood and fasten the coyer on with 
hinges. Then stain the outside of 
the box the desired color, brush 
the inside with oil of cedar, and 
keep a bag of cedar chips inside 
to insure its keeping qualities. 

Q. How can I purify the air 
in an invalid’s room?

the street a crowd gathered round 
him; women fainted. children 
screamed, and one boy was thrown 
down by the crowd that had col- 
lected and had his right arm 
broken, 

In extenuation of his “crime,” 
Hetherington claimed that he was 
exercising his right to apear in a 
headdress of his own devising—~a 
right that should not be denied to 
any Englishman. 

The outcome of that trial is not 
recorded, but the fashion started 
by John Hetherihgton has long 
outlived him. 

Men began to wear beaver hats 
ornamented with’ strings and tas- 
sels, but of the same shape as the 
hat which terrified that hostile Lon- 
don crowd. 

In the nineteen century the “top- 
per” reverted to the fashion set by 
Hetherington, and came to be con- 
sidered as a mark of distinction and 
dignity, 

Since then it has survived count- 
less changes of fashion, and come 
down to this century in its original 
shape. 

Even to-day, for formal evening 
dress, the order is “top hat and 
tails.”

Besides 
these things other, items of care 
must be considered if the comfort 
and well being of the herd is to be 
kept at a high level.

The ability of a dairyman is 


“quickly reflected by how his herd 


reacts to the change-over from pas- 
ture to dry roughage in the fall 
of the year. The experienced herds- 
man makes the changeover from 
pasture to dry roughage feeding as 
gradual as possible. As the pas- 
ture becomes shorter and of lower 
nutritional value he substitutes 
good hay and ‘corn Silage as rough- 
age fed in racks in pasture’and in 
barn at milking. As the nights be- 
come cold and frosty he keeps the 
cows in the barn and lets them out 
to graze only during the éunny 


part of the day. 
* * * 


During the change-over period 
fall-planted rye and legume hay 
lands can be grazed for a few hours 
a day to a very. good advantage. 
Neves pasttre Sudan grass after 
frosts, since freezing develops a 
cyanic acid in the plants that may 
poison cattle. When cattle are first 
confined to the barn. watch the con- 
dition of the, droppings. Cows that 
show a_ tendency to constipation 
and hard dropping should be given 
a tonic prescription at once to get 
them back to rormal.

During the summer pasture per- 
iod, sunshine and showers keep the 
cows’ hair coats and skin, clean and 
fresh. Being kept in the barn 
changes ‘this, and necessitates daily 
cleaning to remove loose hair, dirt, 
and manure which accumulates. 
The best dairymen curry and brush 
their cows daily after the morning 
milking. Such treatment stimulates 
the flow of blood just *below the 
surface of the skin, and makes the 
cows feel more comfortable. The 
head, neck, flanks, udder and belly 
should be clipped soon after 
stabling the herd, in the interest 
of cleanliness and eas‘er. grooming. 

*, * * 

Care and sanitation play a strong 
part in the prevention and control 
of mastitis. Amp‘e bedding should 
be kept under cows at all times 
while they are in the barn during 
the winter. This will prevent the 
cows’ udder from resting on the 
cold- concrete floors, which prac- 
tice’'can lead to swellings. fever and 
mastitic in the udder. Cold floors 
are not the direct cause of mastitis, 
a common “winter. time’ disease, 
but it is a fact that this disease is 
mofe prevalent in herds 
where cows lie on cold floors with 
ins@fficient bedding. This is due to 
the fact that an udder, weakened 
by chilling on a hard cold floor, 
is much more susceptible to -an at- 
tack of mastitis.

ment very easy. The small tip of 
the tube is inserted in the infected 
teat and the contents slowly squeez- 
ed out of the tube and into the

Many times a cow's udder may 
be bruised or damaged by being 
stepped on, butted, or stung by in- 
sects. This causes congestion in 
one or more quafters of the udder. 
In such cases, bathing with warm 
water, milking out, and rubbiag 
with. an udder ointment several 
times a day, will bring relief and 
prevent a “gargety’. condition 
which may lead to infectious mas- 
titis.

Winter conditions~ of heusing, 
cause cattle to become more sus- 
ceptible’ to attacks. of lice. It is 
therefore, a good practice to treat 
the herd regularly, by applying a 
dry insecticide or louse powder in 
the spots where the lice usually 
frequent, namely around the shoul- 
ders, neck, brisket, and tail. A 
repeat treament every 3 or 4 weeks, 
as needed, should be given,

ULTRAMODERN sophisticates look down their noses at anything 
remotely tinged with Victorianism. In their judgment family albums 
are definitely a part of the spirit of yesteryear. Perhaps we are still too 
young as people to appreciate properly the soul-satisfying traditions of 
previous generations, but time is catching up on this regrettable attitude. 

The collection properly begins with a group of old daguerreotypes 
and ferrotypes., Great-grandfathers posed stiffly in their hirsute glory. 
In the nineteenth century beards and mustaches framed faces of “Solid, 
resolute character, Great-grandmothers used billows of petticoats and 
fetching bustles and seemed to favor high neckpieces of lacy, starched 
material, They piled their hair highand occasionally they went in for 
braids worn as & crown.

cattle just so long, and then they 
have to go. There be a definite 
reason — shortage of feed; lack of 
stable room; milkers that turn out 
to be boarders, or cows that fail 
to gét in calf. If a farmer has to 
sell on a depressed market it means 
quite a loss. And the average farm- 
er cannot stand losses too well 
these days — not with operating 
costs so high. 


I often wonder what is likely 
to happen in the event of another 
depression, even on a lesser scale 
than ‘before. I don’t want to be 
gloomy but it does no harm to 


try to figure out things once in 
awhile. In fact, it sometimes helps 


considerably, 
Conditions having changed s0 
much since the “thirties” makes 


me wonder how well we would 
face up, to reverses. The majority 
of farm folk now have so much 
more — cars, hydro, radios, milk- 
ing . machines, coolers, refrigera- 
tors, tractors, and in. many cases 
machinety with power take-off. 
And we have become used to going 
places and. seeing things. Very 


nice, and, to a certain extent, as ~ 


it should be. But there is. a snag. 
This “higher standard of living” 
— if you can call it such — runs 
into money. If the money isn’t 
equal to future requirments, what 
then? How shall we retretich? 
especially when the one thing we 
did have plenty of in the. thir- 
ties ig no longer available. By that 
I mean labour. gt has been said 
that in present day construction 
and building, 60% of the total 
cost is for labour. | wonder what 
percentage of farm costs are spent 
in custom work, or in operating 


high-pricéd machinery — the 
equivalent of labour? 
Who knows, co-operative, or 


group farming, may yet be the 
answer to the problems of tomor- 
row. If farm prices continue to 
drop only big-business-farmers will 
be able to operate independently. 
Hundred-acre farmers will have to 
cut their costs, share machinery 
and change work as they did be- 
fore. Looking back it seems to be 
there was more friendliness and 
cooperation among farmers then 
than there is now: The tendency 
these days is to beat the other 
fellows’ time in getting the baler, 
the combine or in filling silo.

To explain what is meant by the 
147 break, it is necessary first of 
all to explain about the game of 
snooker, It starts with 22 balls 
on the table. There are 15 red, six 
various other colors, and one white 
which is always the cue ball. A 
red pocketed scores one point and 
the colors are valued yellow 2, 
green 3, brown 4, blue 5, pink 6 
and black 7, The reds once they 
are down stay there but the colors 
are returned to the table until the 
last red has been put away. Then, 
the colors are played in order of 
value. Thus it is possible, by 
potting a maximum - registering 


black every time after putting down | 
a red and then taking all the col-° 


ors in turn, to score 147. There is 
another way by which 147 can be 
exceeded but it is regarded as too 
freakish to consider seriously, What 
has to happen is that a player has 
to be snookered unfairly and claim 
a free ball before any single one 
of the reds had been put down. In 
this way a 155 break is possible.

Snookering 1s tie negative: side 
of the game and consists of exe- 
cuting; or persuading your oppon- 
ent to execute, what are termed 
“foul” shots. These are too numer- 
ous to be enumerated here but the 
main ones are usually, perpetrated 
by hitting a ball other than the one 
you should; missing the objective 
altogether; .or permitting the cue 
ball to enter a pocket.

As glass cannot be dyed, its 
rainbow of tints is obtained by 
using differently colored marbles

Reading Machine 


Edgar Dr. Walter Blum, elec- 
trical engineer of Hanover, Ger- 
many, has invented a machine 
that reads aloud to the blind. 
The inspiration for the inven- 
tion came on the battlefield in 
North Africa. A comrade near 
Blum at the front was badly 
wounded by a shell and blinded 
for life. When he was discharg- 
ed, Blum started to work’ on 
his machine. According to Dr. 
Carl Strehl, vice president of 
the World Council for the Wel- 
fare of the Blind, the machine 
“represents a considerable ad-~ 
vance over-the work of its pre- 
decessors since it does not spell 
words but rather utters, in a 
comprehensible way, syllables 
and whole words and presents 
a synthetic language which may 
be readily learned by the blind 
persons within a few days.” Dr. 
Blum’s apparatus is still in the 
laboratory stage. It will take 
$100,000 and at least three mears 
before manufacturing on a large 
scale is possible. The cost of the 
ultimate machine would run 
about $270 to $300 a machine.

Memory Selection: Not every 
one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven: but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which ts 
in heaven.

The native, in Africa, for ex- 
ample, in his primitive religion, 
had his gods in the trees, the 
storms, etc. It was all about 
him. Hence when the white man 
comes with the new religion he 
naturally. associates it with 
everything the white . man 
brings. He does not separate the 
religious and the secular as we 
are prone to do. Thus when 
Communist agents point out te 
the natives that their wealthy 
mine-owner does not want them 
to learn to read and have a 
standard of living comparable to 
them, they associate this in their 
idea of Christianity.

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Duke's Car Broke Down -- 


On Purpose ! 


During the “phoney war” of 
1939-40, Gerard Fairlie—author, 
screen-writer, the original of 
Sapper’s “Bulldog Drummond” 
— was in charge of US. and 
French war correspondents at 
our G.H.Q. in France, and he re- 
counts how Americans were very 
eager to interview the Duke of 
Gloucester, then touring front 
positions. The Director of Mili~ 
tary Intelligence had ruled, how- 
ever, that no special privileges 
be given to any one nationality. 

Mr. Fairlie and Bobby Hart- 
man, a colleague, proceeded se- 
eretly to pull some strings. And 
the result was that one day the 
Duke's’ excellent car “broke 
down" near a certain estaminet 
‘mugnd strangely enough, he found 
Fairlie and Hartman there with 
the American correspondents! A 
pleasant chat ensued, the Duke, 
whom Fairlie had known at 
Sandhurst, playing his part mag- 
‘mificently. 

It was, Fairlie says in his gaily- 
written memoirs, “With Preju- 
dice” a pretty low trick on the 
British correspandents, and he 
nearly lost his job over it. But 
in the long run it was well worth 
while, since the Duke impressed 
the Yanks enormously. Those 
who were beginning to be critical 
of the Mritish ceased to be s0; 
and Fairlie was told that the re- 
sulting articles did a great deal 
to prepare the U.S. public for 
their immediate reaction after 
Pearl Harbour. 

On a visit to Buenos Aires 
with his friend, (Sapper) Lieut.- 
Col. H. C.. MeNeile, Gerard 
Fairlie was playing a round of 
golf on the Mar del Plata Club 
course when he suddenly saw— 
a camel! He was pretty.sure that 
there were no camels in South 
America, and, shaken, he looked 
again. There it undoubtedly was, 
and now it appeared to be wear- 
ing snow’ shoes! . 

Apparition Spoilt Party 
In a panic—and thinking “blast 


those martinis!’—~he drew Mac's: 


attention to the phenomenon, 
Mac turned quite green and ad- 
mitted it looked like a camel 
and was certainly wearing snow 
shoes. He; too, had indulged in

Fairlie missed his next shot 
—and the following four—and 
lost the match by a hole. Later, 
at lunch, he plucked up courage 
to ask the captain: had he, or 
had he not, seen a camel on the 
course that morning? 

“Ah, so you saw him!” was 
the reply. “A rarity in these 
parts. We have one we use for 
nearly all the heavy. work.”

The captain 
laughed. “We have fitted that 
footwear so that its hoofs will 
not hurt the fairways!” 

Sapper’s first effort, when he 
was a needy subaltern, found a 
home in a weekly journal. But 
the editor omitted to pay for it, 
and, when Sapper went to see 
him, pleaded there was nothing 
in the money-box but a few 
shillings and stamps. 

“I know a way in which you 
ean get more money for this 
article of yours than I could ever 
pay you,” he added. “There's a 
big race toda¥ up north. Go out 
and put your shirt on so-and-so” 

‘aming a rank outsider — “be- 
cause it’s going to win.” 
- Mac and some friends pooled 
#ll they had, backed the horse, 
and it won at a-long price. In 
this way that first effort earned 
more per word than he ever re- 
eeived when he'd become prob- 
ably the highest-paid short-story 
writer in Britain! 
Embarrassing Moment 

The author had a highly em- 
barrassing experience in the 
summer of 1919, soon after he'd 
received his commission in the 
Scots Guards and was Officer of 
the Guard at Windsor Castle. 

It was a hot day. He had been 
to a dance the night before and 


wanted to make up lots of lost 
sleep. Accordingly, when his 
afternoon rounds were complet- 
ed he returned to his quarters 
threw off every stitch he was 
wear gave himself a rub- 
down with a bath towel and lav 
down still undressed on top of 
his bed. 

He woke with a start to see 
Queen Mary standing in the 
doorway, staring at him open- 
mouthed, and a scarlet lady-in- 
waiting dancing aboyt behind her 
in an ecstasy of embarrassment. 
The Queen said nothing, turned 
quickly away. The lady~in-wait- 
ing slammed the door behind 
her. 


Mary’s kindly practice was oc- 
casionally to tour the entire 
Castle to satisfy herself that all 
within it were as happy apd 
comfortable as might be. 

In those days, too, not infre- 
quently the Adjutant of the’ bat- 
talion at Windsor Barracks would 
receive a message from the 
Castle informing him that the 
sa would be glad that night 

entertain to dinner any young 
officers not otherwise engaged. 

About three weeks after the 
incident one of these invitations 
came, and as one of the officers 
available Fairlie made his way 
to the Castle that evening—not 
without a tinge of apprehension 
and hoping that Her Majesty's 
memory would prove to be short. 

They were received with her 
usual graciousnes, and in turn 
presented to her. When his turn 
came and someone began intro- 
ducing him, the Queen cut him 
short. “Oh, we know each other,” 
she said and, turning to Gerard 
Fairlie, laughed. “I loved her 
from that moment,” he says, “and 
I love her most respectfully still.” 

In a vivid account of his ex- 
periences as Hollywood script- 
writer, Mr, Fairlie quotes as the 
“perfect verbal riposte” a retort 
of actor John Barrymore's. The’ 
Great Profile was drooping in an 
armchair in his New York club 
one night after imbibing un- 
wisely, when an acquaintance 
asked him: “Is it true that.you 
see pink elephants?” For a mo- 
ment nothing happened, then the 
actor rallied, became once moré 
majestic, magnificent. “No, sir,” 
he said coldly, “pink elephants 
see me!” 

All who like a man-of-the- 
world’s richly human stories will 
enjoy this friendly book.

Unexplored Island 
Of Many Secrets 


Madagascar, fifth largest island 
in the world, which lies 240 miles 
off the Southeast coast of Africa, 
is ohe of the few regions still 
waiting to be thoroughly explor- 
ed. The white man’s foot has 
never ‘trodden on vast areas of 
land in the interior, and French 
scientists have been hinting that 
uranium and gold, desperately 
needed by dollar-hungry France, 
may lie there in workable quan- 
tities. 

Already gold, silver, lead, cop- 
per, iron and zinc are being 
mined near the coasts, but Mada- 
gascar’s remote areas still hold 
their secrets, Quite untouched 
by civilization, they are a lure 
to adventurous prospectors. 

But‘ before packing his bags 
and equipment and boarding the 
next boat for Tamatave (the 
chief port), the intending urani- 
um-seeker would do well to con- 
sider ‘the appalling conditions 
under which he might have to 
operate in this primitive land. 

Parts of it are so uncivilized 
that even. missionaries, only too 
familiar with personal hardship 
and native ignorance, have had 
to admit themselves defeated. 

One. reported recently that he 
had visited an area which he 
could never have believed exist- 
ed had not his own eyes seen 
it. He spoke of a land “inundated 
by the most virulent drink, a 
people saturated with disease 
due to unrestrained immorality, 
feuds resembling devil posses- 
sion, polygamy accepted every- 
where.” 

Sorcery and magic were em- 
ployed by all and sundry, murder 
and cannibalism were common- 
place. Girls were being married 
at nine years of age, and the sick 
and the aged flung out of their 
houses and left to die. 

As for the terrain over which 
prospectors would have to travel, 
this consists of rugged mountains, 
deep ravines, mysterious forests, 
and malarial swamps. Crocodiles 
lurk in the rivers and streams. 
Poisonous snakes and spiders as 
big as one’s hand are liable to 
attack the unwary. *

Another strange custom is the 
rite of body-turning carried out 
by the Malagasy tribe. Each year 
the bodies of the Malagasy an- 
cestors are dug up, turned over 
and re-clad in fresh shrouds in 
the belief that this will keep 
their spirits warm and comfort- 
ed. 
Death among the Malagasy is 
the signal for orgies and feast- 
ing. The corpse is set up on a 
trestle-work, and. wild dancing, 
drinking and sexual licence go 
on for hours around it.

The fact that an island so - 
near Africa is so similar to West- 


_ern Australia has interested sci- 


entists for years. Madagascar's 
natives bear little resemblance 
to those of Africa, and are more 
like Polynesian and Malaya’s 
than Negroes. 

The theory has been advanced 
that Madagascar was once part 
of a lost continent which includ- 
ed Western Australia. This con- 
tinent has been called Lemuria, 
because of the lemurs (monkey- 
like animals about the size of 


’ g eat) which thrive in Madagas- 


car. These do not exist in Africa, 

British forces landed in Diego 
Suarez Bay to the north of Mada- 
gascar in May, 1942, and de- 
feated the Vichy French forces 
there with the object of fore- 
stalling a possible Japanese in- 
vasion.

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BEFORE men harnessed power to.long assembly lines and whirring 
machinery tossed out completed products for myriad uses, good country- 
men believed that a penny saved was a penny carsed, “Waste not, want 
not” was a fundamental tenet on farms among the hills and in the 
valleys. At the turn of the céiftury farmers in’ the Northeast still raised 

‘barley, oats, wheat, and field corn. In the fali after the threshing was 
done and the corn husked and shelled, it was common practice to take 
a load of grain in burlap bags to the local gristmill for grinding, Thus 
it came to be, and it still is to a certain extent, an essential task. on 
the farm to keep the burlap bags mended. 

A city dweller might ask why the bags need to’be mended. In 
spite of several cats and a dog, rats and mice abound wherever grain is 
stored, and they chew holes through the burlap. Therefore bag mending 
is an important link in the chain of tasks that constitute good husbandry. 

There’s an art to the work. After a spring rain, when the soil is 

too wet to be worked or the fields are too soft for spreading barnyard 
dressing, the countryman likes to sit on a) wheelbarrow in the sunny 
yard dn on a box in the barn doorway and ply the long needle attached 
to heavy thread. Small holes and rips are sewed together with criss- 
cross darning stitches; they have to be reasonably close to prevent the 
ground grain from seeping through. Big holes and gashes are another 
matter. They must be mended with pieces from bags that have served 
their original purpose and are now sources of patching material. There's 
nothing spectacular about the task—it’s just a homely, puttery job that 
has to be done. But after a spell of hard work, many a countryman 
rather enjoys sitting in the sun and catching up on his bag. mending.

Home-Loving Mice 

Exterminators of pests can 
learn something from * soda 
Young, Robert L. Strecker and 
Prof. John T. Emlen Jr., all of 
the University of Wisconsin's 
zoological depariment. The 
three have found out that the 
city mouse is a home-lover and 
therefore not given to wander- 
ing. The /old fable about the 
city mouse that visited ‘his 
country cousin is just bosh. 

The University of Wisconsin 
experimenters baited traps with 
peanut butter, which is more 
tempting to mice than cheese. 
Then captives were. marked for 
identification and released ex- 
actly where they were trapped 
in two buildings. Most of) the 
mice kept well within a radius 
of twelve feet. Some were re- 
captured oftener than five times. 
Only 10 per cent were trapped 
more than thirty feet from the 
point of previous capture, and 
these wanderers were mostly 
males. At that the wandering 
was a matter of no more, on 
the average, than two feet than 
for adventurous females. More- 
over the better the shelter the 
less wandering. 

The’ Wisconsin zoologists. un- 
dertook this investigation when 
they learned that an effective 
poison’ was not cutting down 
the mouse population of an in- 
fested building. They reasoned 
that the mice were probably 
not reaching the poison. The 
reasoning proved: to be right. 
Lesson for exterminators: Dis- 
tribute a large number of baits 
throughout a building, 


Boy Or Girl? — No Longer A Gamble 


A successful test to predict 
the sex of a child before birth 
has been worked out by two 
Chicago scientists, Dr. Gustav 
Rapp and Dr. Garwood Richard- 
son. The test is made with the 
mother's saliva. At present it is 
85 per cent accurate, but “the 
two scientists say that with bet- 
ter understanding of its mech- 
anism 100 per cent reliability 
may be achieved. 

Substance responsible for a 
positive test, which indicates 
that a male child will be born, is 
believed’ to be a male sex hor- 
mone or chemical which comes 
from the unborn baby, enters 
the mother’s blood stream, and 
then her mouth saliva:

And I wondered . had they 
any friends — any family? Had 
they been placed in the home 
and forgotten? Did they have 
visitors who were interested in 
them personally? What was the 
story behind their expression- 
less faces — what were their 
feelings? 

In the men’s lounge 
were about a dozen men. Some 
smoking, others just sitting. 
There were papers and maga-~ 
zines but none of them was read- 
ing. They were not even talking. 

In the women’s quarters some 
were reading, writing — letters, 
or* doing faney work. A_ few 
were just sitting with that same 
hopeless: expression, not even 
curious as*to who the unknown 
person might be when I walked 
in. Many of, them were in the 
same age group as the old lady 
who came here yesterddy. Yet 
she is seldom idle, reads a lot 
and takes an active interest in

church work. Wherein’ lies the 


differenece? 
I may be wrong but it seems 


- to me our aged citizens may be 


housed in the most modern and 
comfortable homes that can be 
built yet they will never be 
happy unless there is someone 
who cares: someone belonging 
to them who can make them 
feel they are. still necessary: — 
still able to contribute in some 
way to the happiness of others, 
even by fiving, or, if they can, 
by knitting or making little 
things. Grandpa, with time on 
fiis hands, can often make won- 
derful toys, just by whittling. 
And grandma should be en- 
couraged to knit, or sew, even 
if she makes nothing more than 
pot-holders. 


A home “for the aged may be 
the very best place for grand- 
pa nd grandma to receive 
proper care but they still need 
“ folks” and a sense of belong- 
ing. No home can take the place 
of filial love and vespect. And 
surely that is not too. much to 
expect. 


Marching Snails 


About one hundred years ago- 


a species of large snails. broke 
lease from its native Africa and 
went on the rampage. Since 
then it has ranged all over the 
tropics, destroying, breeding, 
spreading, and causing countless 
millions of pounds’ worth of 
damage. 

In Africa the giant snail popu- 
lation had Been kept in check 
by the natives, «ho prized them 
as food and wore the bright 
shells as ornaments. Then a 
British traveller, W. H. Benson, 
took some snails to India and 
let them loose near Calcutta. 

The Indians did not take to 
them as a delicacy, and they -be- 
gan to spread. By 1900 they had 
reached Ceylon, Malaya, Borneo, 
Sumatra, and Jaya. 

To give an idea of how pro- 
lific these creatures are, a pair 
of them were taken to Hawaii 
by a woman who had holidayed 
in Formosa. In @ fev yers they 
were completely out of control. 

Every single snail is an egg 
producer. One stientist estimat- 
ed that a single snail, in five 
vears, could give rise to eleven 
thous and million others, weigh- 
ing up to a pound each 

The snails travel in. batches, 
and are not fussy about what 
they eat, They strip the country 
bare of practically all vegeta- 
tion as they pass over it. 

So far, the travels of the giant 
snail have inclined to the east. 
From Africa it has already 
worked its way round the Pa- 
cific, and has made a few abor- 
tive attempts to establish itself 
Once it has 
reached that far one more step 
would bring a plague of giant 
snails to Europe.

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HOW CAN 1? 


Q. How can 1 clean marble? 

A. Cover the stained marble 
with a paste consisting of two 
tablespoons of soda, one table- 
spoon each of salt and powdered 
pumice, and some cold water. 
After this paste has dried on 
the marble, rub it off with a 
cloth, and wash the marble well 
with soap and water. If neces- 
tary, repeat this process. 

Q. How can I preserve left- 
over paint? 

A. Paint can be kept in open 
eans if the paint is stirred thor- 
oughly, then the can filled to the 
top with water. When needed 
again, pour off the water care- 
fully. ‘ 

Q. How can I pull stamps 
apart when they have become 
stuck together? 

A. Place them under a thin 
piece of paper and run a hot 
iron over the paper very lightly, 
They will then come apart read- 
ily. 

. What is a good treatment for 
the dust cloth? : 

A. Pour about two tablespoon- 
fujls of furniture polish into a 
glass jar; then pour it out and 
put the dust cloth into the jar, 
leaving it in there for two days 
before using. The cloth should 
be kept in the jar after using. 

Q. How can I removee iodine 
stains from white linen? 

A. These stains can be remov- 
ed with a solution of ammonia 
and water. Soak the material in 
a solution composed of one tea- 
spoonful of ammonia to a pint 
of water, and the stain will 
quickly disappear. 

Q. How can I stop the squeaks 
in shoes? 

A. Take a‘darning needle and 


‘ insert it several places betweeen 


the layers of leather in the soles, 
Then with a small oil can, drop 
a little oil into these holes. 

Q. How can I make a lemon 
milk shake. 

A. Beat together 2 eggs, add 
% cup ice water, 6 tablespoons 
lemon juice, and % cup sugar; 
mix thoroughly. Add this mix- 
ture slowly to 3 cups cold milk, 
stirring constantly. Serve at 
once. This will afford about four 
or five glasses. . 

Q. How can I make a decora- 
tive salad? 

A. By cutting some hard-boil- 
ed eggs in six lengthwise slices 
and arranging. petal - fashion 
around mounds of chopped 
pickle, mixed with salad» dress- 
ing. Serve on lettuce. 

Q. How can I clean unwash- 
able leather gloves? 

A. Clean with a flannel cloth 
that has been soaked in milk, 
Squeezed nearly dry, and then 
rubbed on a bar of soap. 

Q. How can I loosen grease in 
cooking utensils? 

“. If the pan to be washed is 
very greasy, heat it slightly be- 
fore putting it into the dish pan. 
It will loosen the grease and 
cause it to wash more readily.
